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CORRIGAN AND DUNNE WINNINGS. 



Two of the Western turf leaders among win- 
ning owners were the Chicagoans, Pat Dunne 
and Ed. Corrigan. JBoth had to go to foreign 
fields with their strings and proved that they 
could win on other tracks beside those in Chi- 
cago. Pat Dunne’s stable left a mark on the 
season’s annals by its high average of victories, 
eighty-two races out of 221 starts, or over thirty- 
seven per cent. Few stables show such a per- 
centage out of such work in all grades of racing. 
During the season Dunne raced twenty-nine 
horses. He bought G. B. Morris, All Over. Pep- 
per, Motor, Pow Wow, Oakley, Rossmore, Mar- 
sian, Rap-a-Tap, Nick, Candor, Sant Ilario, 
Unity, Salvable, and Patrician. Motor died and 
these were sold: Enthusiast, Hawthorne, Pop 

Gray, Pow Wow, Rouble, Oakley, Boon, Damien. 
Rossmore, Marsian. Ensign, Driftwood. Fiddler, 
Nick. Candor, Sycamore. Sant Ilario, Unity, 
and All Over. After transfer, Rap-a-Tap and 
Pop Gray died. There was a constant effort on 
Dunne’s part to sell the unreliable horses and 
acquire better ones. 

The stable captured ten stakes during the sea- 
son, viz: Selling Stakes at Hawthorne ; Tele- 
graph Stakes at Oakley; Reapers Stakes at 
Coney Island ; in the|fall, Seabreeze and Canarsie 
Stakes, Ocean View Handicap and Fulton 
Stakes at Brooklyn ; Autumn Hotel Handicap 
and Kentucky Central Stakes at Latonia ; and 
Bramble Stakes at Memphis,
